UMass Lowell’s Master of Public Health (MPH) is a 42 credit 
program which provides students the knowledge essential 
to the practice of public health on a global scale. Students 
develop a strong foundation in public health by studying 
environmental health issues, biostatistics, epidemiology, 
health policy and management, and social and behavioral 
determinants of health, as well as study in specialization 
areas so that graduates gain the expertise necessary to 
address some of the world’s most pressing problems.

2) Students who are suspended or expelled for disciplinary 
reasons will forfeit all rights to a tuition and fee adjustment.

As increased concerns regarding security, safety and campus 
emergencies of all types affect University campuses nation¬ 
wide, UMass Lowell has initiated a program that requires stu¬ 
dents to provide and/or verify Emergency Contact Information 
on a regular basis. This information is used to contact desig¬ 
nated individuals in the event of an emergency involving the 
student while on campus or when an emergency notification 
alert to advise our community is released. 

When you first log into SiS this semester, you will notice an 
entry in "Your Holds Summary" indicating Emergency Contact 
Verification. This "Hold" will prevent all Registration/Add/Drop/ 
Swap a Class activity until you take action to verify your 
Emergency Contact Information. Release this hold by clicking 
on the hold and following the instructions. We encourage you 
to verify this information BEFORE you need to register for 
classes. For assistance, a help document has been posted 
on the SiS website.

UCards/Student ID Cards 

All students may request a UCard, but for most OCE students 
a UCard is not needed. OCE students that arrive before 2:00 
pm will be charged a parking fee. The UCard primarily works 
as a student ID and an access card, but benefits also include 
a debit feature that works at all on-campus dining locations, 
bookstores, and vending machines, as well as over 25 partici¬ 
pating merchants in the Lowell area. OCE students that have 
classes in labs secured by card access are required to have a 
UCard. Your instructor will let you know if you need a UCard 
to access a particular lab. For information on parking, please 
visit our website at www.uml.edu/ucaps. 

Note: If you require a UCard, you will need to visit the 
UCAPS Office any time after you have registered for classes 
and after August 3 to have your photo taken and a UCard 
will be issued to you.
